Applicants amendments to the claims filed on 10/24/2008 cancelling claims 29, 
30, 35-43 and 48 overcomes the rejections of record. 

2. Remaining claims 2-1 6, 19-21, 27, 28, 31 -34 and 44-47 are allowable. 
The previous amendment (filed 02/25/2008) to independent claim 1 "wherein said 
antibody does not inhibit said glycosylated receptor from binding to its ligand" 
renders the claims novel over the prior art.
